Hundreds 
Protest 
Drain Plan 


Several hutidred people—largest 
audience in recent years—swarm- 
ed ints the Atherton Town Hall 
last Monday evening to oppose the 
tewn’s proposed drainage district. 

The five council members, sur 
prised by the response to post- 
cards sent to all residents within 
the proposed drainage district, 
were unprepared to handle the 
crowd and Mayor Henry Kuechler 
immediately announced that the 
hearing would be carried over so 
that those who could not express 
their opinion then would have the 
opportunity at a later date. 

A large percentage of the 
crowd was from the unincorporat- 
ed areas which would be included 
in the district, though their pro 
perties generally were on high 
ground but in the drainage basin 
of the Atherton canal. 

Principle ebjections to the 
proposed district were: 

1. Those who have no drain- 
age or flood problem should not 
be jncluded; 

2. The unincorporated areas 
would be taxed without repre- 
sentation, and, 

3. Most people wanted more 
information before any definite 
steps were taken. 

The boundaries of the proposed 
district run roughly along Sand 
Hill road to Walsh road, then off 
through the fields around the Bear 
Gulch reservoir to Ridgeview 
drive, From Ridgeview it runs to 
Atherton avenue, down Atherton 
to Edwards and over to Isabella | 
avenue. It approaches El Camino 
Real from Isabella, along El Ca- 
mino to Ashfield and then down to | 
Greenoaks and then up Oak Grove. | 
Via Oak Grove it hits El Camino | 
again and then over to Valparaiso 
avenue. The line extends up Val- 
paraiso to a point opposite where | 
Santa Cruz heads southwest and 
then runs along Santa Cruz until 
it connects with Sand Hill again. 
No portion of Menlo Park is in- 
cluded in the proposed district. 

Objections to inclusion in the 
district because certain areas had 
no drainage problén were voiced 
by property owhers who either had 
solved any drainage problem they 
may have had, those whose pvo- 
perty is on the top of hills and 
thus nut affected by run-off, and 
those who do have a drainage pro- 
blem but are convinced that the 
proposed improvements wouldn't 
help them. 
TRADITIONAL CRY 

Taxation without representation 
was argued against the district by 
those who live in unincorporated 
areas of the county. Referring to 
many historical situations these 
opponents pointed out that once 
the district is formed, they could 
be assessed for maintenance or for 
capital improvements by the Ath- 
erton Town Council whom they 
have no voice in electing. Atherton 
Town Council as the initiating bo- 
dy for the district would become 
the board of trustees. 

The only elected representative; 
which these unincorporated areas 
have are on the Board of Supervi 
sors. When the plan was originally 
proposed by Atherton, they pre 
sented their resolution to the 
Board who gave the Town full jur 
isdiction in forming the district, 
pointing out in their reply that 
they were well aware of the neces- 
sity for such a district. 

Woodside, the third area to be 

included in the district, gave 

consent to Atherton some 
months ago when the study was 
first started. The only Woodside 
property to be included belongs 
to the California Water Service. 

The third objection to the plan 
was voiced by property owners in 
all areas of the district regardless 
of whether their property was on 
top of a hill or near the bottom 
of the basin. For many, 
they heard of the proposal was the 
postcard sent out by the council 
announcing this open hearing. 

At the beginning of the meet 
ing, City Engineer Edwin Smith 
read the report which he wrote 
after a study by several interested 
citizens and engineers in 1955 and 
1956, after floods which caused 
considerable damage in this area. 

The report stated that the exist 
ing system, the Atherton drainage 
canal and its laterals, provides the 
bare minimum in drainage and in 
a short while will be woefully in. 
adequate. 

The report recommends that the 
canal be straightened, enlarged 
and covered and that a system of 
storm sewers be built to carry off 


water from areas which presently 
only have a natural drainage sys- | 


tem. 


The report suggested that a gen- 
eral obligation bond of $900,000 
would be the best way to handle 
this program financially. The bond 
would run 15 to 18 cents on each 
$100 of assessed property value to} 
be carired over a period of 30 
years. As the area within the dis-

Monsignor Kennedy calls atten- 
ion that the dinner itself is not 
1 fund-raising affair in any sense.

LOCATION

For Oak Knoll 


Menlo Park School District this 
week gave the city the green light 
on installation of $5000 worth of 
improvements for the playground 
at Oak Knoll school. 

Trustees did this by adopting a 
master plan for development of 
the grounds, in which they pin- 
point locations of any possible fu- 
ture buildings which they feel may 
be added. 

The trustees, together with Ar- 
chitect Kingsford Jones, toured the 
school’s area last Saturday. They 
decided that the only installations 
which could be built without cut- 
ting down needed play area would 
be a three-classroom along Oak 
avenue, a new, separate kinder- 
garten building near the present 
administrative office, and possibly 
aditions to the multi-purpose 
building. 

For maximum development of 


the playground, they conceded, it | 


will be necessary to remove three 
oak trees, three palm trees, two 
pepper trees and a pine tree. 
The city made $5000 available 
for the Oak Knoll development, as 
a cooperative development, when 
they passed a bond issue in 1956. 
Work has been stalled since, be- 
cause of the city’s reluctance to do 
work in any area that might, in the 
next few years, be built upon.

Death Adds New Urgency | 
To Drag Race Study |

Two young people died last weekend in a mid-Peninsula | 
“drag race.” 

The tragedy has thrown a bright new glare of urgency on the | 
situation revealed exclusively in the news and editorial columns 
of this newspaper within the last month. 

All of a sudden, Peninsula judges and law entorcement offi- 
cials are jumping into the headlines with alarmed utterances that 
SOMETHING MUST BE DONE! 

As always, the first cry is, “Stamp it out!” 
"We must have new laws, and we must stop drag racing 
in all forms!” 

Such reaction is all very well. Stricter laws, stiffer penalties, 
sterner enforcement will do a part of the job, but a positive pro- 
gram to substitute other, safer activities is necessary before legal 
curbs on impromptu racing can be effective. 

We believe the present drag racing menace stems from two 
sources. First — and most dangerous — is the thrill-seeking young- 
ster. Out “on the town” with the family car or his own “souped 


racing for the thrill of it. 

The other type of drag racer is the youngster sincerely inter- 
ested in mechanics, who has perhaps put together his own auto | 
bddy and rebuilt his engine. Naturally he wants to test how good | 
it is. 


Law enforcement can reduce drag racing of both types, but 
merely sitting on the lid will not reduce the pressure. The thrill 
seéker will find other ways of risking his neck. The young me- | 
chanic, however, will find his enthusiasm dampened and _pos- | 
sibly, too, turned in less desirable directions, unless some intelli- 
gent way is found to allow him to test his skill with relative safety. | 

We urgently second the cries for tighter laws and heavier | 
penalties to curb the use of public streets and highways for im- | 
promptu racing. The lives of the public — as well as of the young- 
sters themselves — must not be endangered by having our arteries | 
of traffic tured into midnight race courses and “amusement” 
parks. 


But we reiterate our belief that much positive good can be 
achieved if responsible citizens will help organize programs for 
youthful motorists. Respect fer the high-powered machines they 
control can be instilled, and understanding of safe driving prac- 
ticés can be emphasized by such means as organized economy 
runs, maneuverability tests, mechanical checks and other such 
events, 

We're all for clamping down the lid, but we believe that a 
channel to siphon the pressure into fields that aid safe driving 
education can and must be found.

Municipal Report: 


Fire Departmen 
Rise in Damage 


Losses due to fires in the Menlo 
Park Fire District nearly tripied 
in 1957 as compared with 1956, 
Chief George B. Carter reported 
to his board of commissioners last 
week 

His actual figure was $227,749.31 
estimated loss: in 1956, the total 
stood at $78,297.94. This meant, he 
said, that the per capita loss to the 
district residents averaged $3.64 
last year, as compared with $1.23 
for the previous twelve months. 

Another way of looking at the 
same problem is by comparing the 
damage done to the total of valua- 
tion of the fire district 

Using the county assessor's fig- 
ures as a basis, we find the esti 
mated true valuation of the fire 

disctrict’s real estate and improve 
ments to be $342,027,740; this 
means that the fire loss was 66 
one-thousandths of a percent of 
the total. 

The latter figure doesn’t look 
like much. But the first figure— 
the one which says that if the 
load had been distributed even- 
ly, fires here last year would 
have cost every man, woman and 
child $3.64—means more. 


Actually, the evenness of the 
distribution might be closer to fact
